The change 
from one form of being to another might 
properly enough bo called “volution,” 
but to this term there nre many profixer, 
as involution, evolution, dissolution, 
and revolution; and tho progross of the 
cosmos does not consist in any ono of 
these, but jn the endlossly variod intere 
actions of them all. Now to apply this. 
I confosa the only sign of any change 
for the better that I sce in our national 
affairs at present, ia tho existence of au 
anarchistie party. So far from “evolu. 
tion“ doing anything to brenk down moe 
nopoly, it seems to me that “evolution” is 
building it up very fast, I do, indood, 
believe that this fabrie, Nhe anything 
raised upon a rotten foundation, mnst 
fall; but I also believe that unless it ia 
blown up with dynamite, it will not fall 
until it has covered ovory square inch of 
tho habitable world, and that its fall by 
what might be called natural decay— 
evolution as opposed to reyolution— 
would, like the fall of the Roman empire, 
which came in much that way, involvo 
tho ruin of tbo existing civilization, and 
an era of regeneration perhaps ns long 
and painful as tho Dark Agos. For this 
F could give very postive rensons; but 
wishing to consult your space as much 
as possible, I say only that I see no 
evidence of any change for tho bolter 
outside the growth of revolutionary so- 
cialism. You say abolish the system, bu 
flo I; but how? The system rests on 
forse.

Speaking of the social evils, Dr. Foote 
pays} 

“Probably tho most interesting and use- 
ful study of social evils is for the pur- 
pose of discovering the radical evils, and 
if we wore ta picture them as n great 
upus tree, it would be in order to write 
ignorance upon the roots, reckless propa- 
gation on the trunk lending to one great 
branch called over-populatian, and to 
another called evil heredity tendencies, 
while in tho entangled branches would 
bo found the luxuriant crop of individu- 
al and social evils. But for lack of the 
picture wo will arrauge them as fol- 
lows:

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Various Sociat Science problems arise 
from the considorntion of these evils ns 
factors, aud involve tlie discussion of 
questions relating to monopoly of power, 
Inn and money; the rights of meu 
women and children;the relation of com- 
merce, transportation and trade; the 
conditions affecting population, subsist- 
ance und immigration.“ 

Our author concludes that “Soiontific 
Education is the broad basie of all re- 

“forme,” because “ignorance is the root 
of all evil,” and the particular chanuel 
through which ignorance pours the floods 
of ruin upon the gardeus and palaces of 
humanity isthat of reproduction, and 
and here is whore the strong dam of odu- 
cation must be built, 

“Ignorance leaves man open to the 
full play of his passional impulses, and 
their results areexcessive, reckless, hap- 
hazard propagation of thé race, in which 
‘there js a sort of a go-nsiyun-plense con” 
test betweon tho natural virtues nud 
vices of man, none of tho contestants ap- 
poaring to havo avy advantage over the 
others until scientific education stepped 
in as backer uf his better qualities, and 
under such teaching the virtues cortain- 
ly onght to win; for sciontific education 
gives man n eue by which to scotch evils 
at their sonrco—that is, intelligent ro- 
striction of propagation or prudential 
checka.” 

Dr. Footo concludes his first chapter 
with these paragraphs: 

„Wo shall find that in whatever direc- 


tion wo start out to mako a study of 
rooinl evils, we shall be sure to trace tho 
thread of our investigation to the one 
great all-pervading factor of ignorance 
operating through. reotless propagation 
to produce over-population und evil he- 
roditary influences and a full appecia- 
tion of this fact leads us to the conclu» 
sion that wo must find tho remody in 
that line of study and oduecation which 
shall enable nud induce all people to 
regulate reproduction, Wo want:--- 

A sufticient oducation iu the science of 
private and publie hygione and morals, 
and especially in the diroction of sex, 
reproduction and heredity, which shall 
boso general that overy man and woman 
at the age of puberty shall know enough, 
and bo religiously inclined to guard 
against crippling himself or herself, the 
family or society, by indulging in vico of 
any kind, and particularly that of rock- 
less propagation, 

This is the radical remedy, and 
a thorongh one, and Utopian enough for 
the most devout optimist, Evon though 
it be an electric beacon in whose 
bright light we may not hope to bask, as 
‘neath the noonday siu, yet for us its 
dim rays already show the way to bright. 
er days, and point ont the lino of progress 
wo should pureuo. The first step to be 
taken in thisdirection will bo considered 
in the following chapter.” 


Chapter 11. deals with the Law of waste 
in reproduction; excessive child-bearing 
and the evils it produces; “slaughter of 
the innocents,” ete, etc. Chap. m1, treata 
chiefly of the regulation of reproduction, 
afirming the superiority of the Neo- 
Malthusian principles, Chaps, Iv. and v.
